Professor Huseman, of Uottingen, 
has discovered that chloral hydrate is 
not only an antidote to strychnine but 
to the mixturte of strychnine bases, sold 
under the name of brucin. It has also' 
a counteracting effect upon the opium 
alkaloid theboin. But although chlo- 
ral hydrate will stop tho spasms caused 
by chloride of ammonium, the patient 
will dio of paralysis of the respiratory 
centre, a result probably of the joint 
influence of both substances. In a cer- 
tain degree the hydrate of chloral an- 
tagonizes piertoxin, codeia and calabar- 
in. It is of little use in poisoning by 
baryta or carbolic acid.

Tho raco will bo for a purse and will tako 
placo in this city on tho 4th of July. An 
interesting raco is expected, as both par- 
ties are known to bo fast runners. 

Messrs. Dunsmuir, Digglo & Co., of 
tho Wellington Colliery, received by tho 
steamship Victoria on Monday a complote 
telephonic apparatus, which will shortly 
be placed in operation between tho mine 
and Departuro Day. 

Wo aro informed by a business gentle- 
man of this city that tho Mexican silver 
dollars which at present are Hooding this 
district will only pass current at the Vic- 
toria banks for 75 cents each. 

The bark Rover of tho Seas sailed on 
May the 16th from Wilmington for De- 
parture Bay for another cargo of Welling- 
ton coal. Tho ship J. A. Thompson in 
tow of tho steamor Beaver sailed on Mon- 
day for San Francisco with 2010 tons of 
V. C. 0. coal. 

Alarming.

Thirteen dollars is the faro 
from Portland to this port, and each of 
tho thirty-five had to pay only seven dol- 
! lars for his fare; tho citizens of Portland 
! paid the other six. 



Tho Matscnii Dyko. 



Tho partial failure of tho dyking opera- 
tions at Matsqui, on tho Lower Fraser, 
will discourage but will not, we hopo, 
paralyze effort in tho direction of land 
reclamation in Fraser Valley. Tho lands 
subject to overflow aro very fertilo and if 
brought under cultivation would largely 
increase the grain-producing powers of tho 
Province. Tho giving way of tho gates is 
great to bo doplorod, becauso the tract 
tho dyko was thrown up to protect is al- 
ready under a foot or more of wa- 
ter and the river will not reach its highest 
stage before tho middle of June. But if 
tho dyko itself does not crumblo boforo 
tho flood tho defects in tho gates may be 
easily overcome beforo next high water, 
and the enterprise provo a success after 
all.

Sir Robert Peel is having a lively 
bout with Royalty. In the course of 
the debate on the Zulu war he made a 
playful reference to Georgo IV., 
whereupon a society journal, Vanity 
Fair, took him to task as follows: 
"Sir R. reel's recent speech in the 
Houso of Commons has very naturally 
given great offence, in consequence of 
his disrespoctful allusion to Georgo 
IV. and his personal remarks on the 
Queon, and several members of tho 
Royal Family have declared their in- 
tention never to tako any notice of Sir 
Robert in the future." Sir Robert at 
once sent a letter to the editor of tho 
journal, which, with the exception of 
tho opening sentence, is reprinted 
below : 

It is superfluous to observe that 
such a statement is a very impudent 
expression of tho latest development 
of the ridiculous Imperialism of tho 
present day, and in the official attempt 
to gag members of Parliament in the 
froo debate of questions of public in- 
terest in the House of Commons by 
the public menace of the royal dis- 
pleasure there is a clear breach of 
privilege, recalling the most stupid ex- 
hibitions of royal misconduct. 

Royal displeasure! Imperial censure! 
And because a member of tho Houso 
of Commons dares to express his opin- 
ion in his place in Parliament, and to 
quote Thackeray and history in support 
of tho opinion. After all it is noto- 
rious that two members of the Royal 
Family indulged in similar threats, 
and a great deal worse, I am sorry to 
say, as regards Mr. Gladstone, while 
tho language of the Commander-in- 
Chief with respect to the late Govern- 
ment is too well known to need fur- 
ther comment at this present mo- 
mont. 

You appear to bo instructed to mako 
me a challenge, which, notwithstanding 
the channel through which it comes, I 
accept with great pleasure; and as you 
invito mo to a game whioh two can 
play at, ono of the parties in the con- 
test may prove a pungent critic of tho 

coming K & Co.; and, by tho way, 

I advise you strongly, as you profess 
to be tho depository of tho Imperial 
confidence, to be a littlo more discreet 
in the circulation of your authorized 
versions of royal messages, or they may 
get you into trouble, dear Mr. Bowles. 
Like many others, I have put up with a 
good deal of your insolence from time 
to time, and, as your personalities havo 
nothing in common with the honorable 
and legitimate duties of journalism, 
you will find mo now quite equal to the 
occasion. But, as in the present in- 
stance, you act as the plenipotentiary 
of Royalty, go and tell your master 
that I am not the sort of man to be 
smothered by Imperial menaces, and 
unless I receive the most ample satis- 
faction from the Royal sources which 
have made you their most impudent 
mouthpieco I shall send a copy of my 
reply to the Prince of Wales and to 
the Duke of Cambridge. And, as you 
havo published and circulated such a 
declaration of the intentions of the 
Royal family, with respect to my re- 
marks in the House of Commons, I 
shall avail myself of a fitting oppor- 
tunity to publish and to placard in 
London and the provinces, under tho 
heading of "Sir Robert Peel and the 
rest of the Royal family," both your 
official notification of the Royal mes- 
sage and my contemptuous acknowl- 
edgment.

A Polysramist Found Guilty. 

Salt Lake, May b.—At 9.30 this 
morning J ustice Emerson charged the 
jury in the Miles polygamy case. They 
retired to their room, and after an ab- 
sence of ten minutes returned with a 
verdict of guilty. He will receive 
sentence on Friday, but in tho mean- 
time a motion has been made for a 
new trial, and tho prisoner has been 
placed under §5000 bonds pending tho 
motion. Tho verdict was received with 
applause, and United States Attorney 
Van Zoile was warmly congratulated 
for tho able manner iu which ho con- 
ducted the case. Miss Owens was 
present, and received tho announce- 
ment of "guilty" with great pleasure, 
remarking to a reportor that she hoped 
the sentence would bo hard labour for 
life. The prospects for a new trial are 
extremely doubtful, but an appeal will 
be taken. The case is so clear that no 
one doubts the results. While the ver- 
dict was being announced, another re- 
markable event was transpiring on the 
outside. Daniel H. Wells, first coun- 
sellor of the Mormon church, was be- 
ing escorted from the Utah peniten- 
tiary to the city by thousands of the 
faithful, who had been summoned from 
all sections of the territory to manifest 
their disploasure at Wells' incarceration 
for contempt of court. There were bo- 
tween <;00 and 700 men, women and 
child ti in line, on foot, on horseback 
an.3 Li waggons, while tho sidewalks 
wore covered with spectators. The 
American flag was plentifully sand- 
wiched between banners covered with 
treasonable mottoes, a humiliating 
t to Americans who had fought and 
bled for their country. It was a mot- 
ley crowd, composed mostly of foreign- 
ers, many of them unnaturalized, and 
none of them Americanized, and as 
ignorant of the laws of the land as so 
many eattln, all willing tools in the 
hands of as unscrupulous a lot of 
scoundrels as over .scuttled a ship or 
cut a throat. As they filed by the 
federal court house, deafening yells 
went up, and Wells, who sat in a "car- 
riage with John Taylor, president of tho 
Mormon Church, Btood up and waved 
his hat, and ton bands lent thoir dis- 
cordant notes to the treasonable din. 
Old soldiers and law-abiding citizens 
say they have seen or heard nothing 
equal to this treasonable demonstration 
since tho opening fire on Fort Sumter. 
After the parade the crowd was har- 
angued at the tabernacle and banquet- 
ed at tho expense of the city. 

How it Feels to be Drowning. — 
Captain Schwensen, the commander of 
tho steamship Pomeranian, which was 
run down and sunk in tho English 
Channel last November, arrived at New 
York last Saturday in command of the 
steamship Silesia, and received a cor- 
dial greeting. He gives a thrilling ac- 
count of the disaster, and claims that 
his crew displayed thorough discipline. 
The Captain went down with his ship, 
and thus describes the feeling of a man 
when being drowned: "I had a feeling 
that some awful spa or maelstrom was 
swallowing me down. Then came 
a sensation of being forced through the 
water as if I had been discharged from 
a cannon, and when I could hold my 
breath no longer I opened my mouth, 
and found I was at the surface, with 
floating things about me. I found a 
board six feot long, and counted the 
five boats in the distance, and I could 
see them because they wero painted 
white. For an hour the tido carried 
me rapidly towards the German ocean. 
Then I saw the light of tho steamer 
coming directly towards me, but almost 
at the same I was taken the cramp in 
the legs, and thought for a second time 
that I must surely die. Yet the steam- 
er came nearer. I. shouted, saw the 
steamer stop, saw a line go down the 
side, hoard tho dip of oars and the 
boatswain saying ' Don't strike the man 
on the head.' Then a hand grasped 
me and I fainted. The next tiling I 
remember was seeing a ball of light be- 
low me, surrounded by a dark rainbow, 
which keptgrowing brighterand bright- 
er. Then a prickly feeling beginning 
at my feet went up my wholo body, 
my eyes opened, and I found myself 
looking at tho lamp burning on the 
deck of the City of Amsterdam, which 
took me into Rotterdam, whero I lay 
sick three days." — Baltimore Sun, April 
8 th.
